chez, a citizen of the United States 
and a resident of Laredo, was saved 
from the flames, although the other 
buildings in the same block

When informed of publish- 
ed reports that he would relinquish

"The subject of my resignation 


has never been discussed with any- 
body nor thought of by me." 


White House officials pointed to 


the general denial issued a few days 
ago, to the story that 
Secretary 


Bryan would resign, 
saying 
that 


statement was sufficient to cover all 
rumors of cabinet dissension. 
They 


said they did not regard it as neces- 
sary wit'/ each published report. 


Outside of the White House there 


had been considerable discussion of 
the individual views known to be 
held by members of the cabinet on 
the present situation. None of these 
Is said to be serious of approaching 
any breach in the president's official 
family, but there have been natural 
differences of opinion as to what 
aggressive measures should be pur- 
sued. 
The president himself, It is 


said, has invited the widest range of 
suggestions from his advisers 
and 


has steered a wide course between 
those who favor a quickly aggres- 
sive policy and those who believe 
war can be best averted by patience 
and 
carefully 
deliberated 
action. 


Persons close to the administration 
council described the divergence of 
views as the product of natural dif- 
ferences among those charged with 
responsibility for executive action. 
Officials point out, for instance, that 
the war department is naturally anx- 
ious to take every reasonable pre- 
caution with its military forces, and 
the navy is bending its energies like- 
wise to perfecting its preparations 
for actual warfare. 
All the cabinet 


secretaries themselves denied that 
there is any serious division and 
point to their close and frequent eon- 
' Terences as evidence of their co-op- 
eration.

How to Cure a Cold. 


The modern cure for tuberculosis, 


or pulmonary consumption, is to re- 
move the patient to a dry, high alti- 
tude and have him live end sleep en- 
tirely in the open. In the congealed 
quarters of large cities a tendency to 
lung trouble and often advanced casea 
are healed in the open air schools es- 
tablished on the top of high buildings. 
Here, even in cold winter weather, 
the children do their school work, eat 
their lunch and take an afternoon nap 
entirely m the open, covered only from 
the snow and storms by a roof, and 
protected, of course, by very warm 
clothing 
This regime would indicate 


that air is good for sore and ailing 
lungs. 


On the face of this, how can any- 


one imagine that good, pure air can 
erer harm or give a cold? In truth, it 
is b«d air, not cold air, that is respon- 
sible for most rolds 
' The beft preventive for colds in 
the head, that is. any inflammation af- 
fecting the throat or nasal passage, is. 
according to a prominent specialist, 
deep breathing and complete cl*-anH- 
ness of the throat and nose. If you be- 
gin sneezing, give your lungs a good 
air bath, open the window, protect 
yourself with a wrap, if the day is 
cold, but don't be afraid to get all the 
cold, pure air that > our lungs can hold 
Then gargle the throat and wash out 
the nostrils and the chances are that 
the cold will depart to find some less 
cleanly lodging.

se'ntless as it is possible for a circus, 
man to be. 
Often at niglu 1 havoj 


seen him emerge from the "big top" j 
after the menagerie had been torn i 
down and round up the crowd of: 
urchins and others who hang about- 
the show, hoping in some way to 
gain admittance.' "Get in ilere," lie 
would say, with 
a great bluff 
at 


fierceness, "and get in dere quick, or 
I'll tan your hides." 
It is neddless 


to say that these small boys never 
waited to have their hides tanned. 
Then the showman would sit down 
in his arm chair, rest hislands upon 
his cane, and chuckle good natur- 
edly.

Near Columbus. O.. two or throe 


generations nsro there lived a poor

Sunday.

Rev. Dr. Sel.s

four boys, Adam, Lewis, Peter and 
Kphraim. 
The neighbors said that 


thu boys were the worst for miles 
around. 
Like most other boys, sons 


of ministers, they were pulled from 
post to pillar and they grew up at 
best they could. 
The boys finally 


left home and 
began to 
peddle 


i'.ibles. This proved rather slow and 
they began 
to sell electric 
belts, 


which they passed out like wildfire.

Mall, living at Delevan Lake, Wis., 
hale and hearty at the' age of 82.

It is no wonder that the show be- 


gan to grow and to continue to do 
so until it reached the zenith of 
eircusdom.

Shorthand \\iiteis lust sained access 


to the house of commons with some 
fort of official acquiescence ubout 1780.

RESTORES ORDER

counter move by Huerta, and await- 
irs the development of any positive 
attitude by Carranza, the constitu- 
tionalist chief. 
The sporadic out- 


break in Xuevo Laredo where evacu- 
ating federals fired across the Rio 
Grande, and drew a pelting of bul- 
lets from the American border pa- 
trol, and the reported arrest of sev- 
eral Americans by Huertista author- 
ities at Orizaba, scarcely served to 
alter an already absorbing situation. 


Officials today awaited news 
of 


the rece'ption by Carranza of a tele- 
gram sent by constitutionalist rep- 
resentatives in Washington, advis- 
ing him to 
remain 
neutral, 
and 


declaring the United

tended to withdraw its forces from 
Vera Cruz as soon as reparation- for 
Huerta's offenses had been obtained.
